Housiiiti  conditions  have  necessarily  deteriorated  to 
some  extent  as  an  indirect  result  of  the  v/ar . prevailing 
defects  take  the  form  of  ordinary  disrepair  but  aggravated 
partially  by  the  difficulties  of  labour  and  shortage  of 
materials.
